Here’s how 
it works: 

» Riders sign up at 
transittreasure.com 

and log their weekly public transit usage on a 
form. The reporting is on an honor system. 

» Users earn transit miles, and when they 
accrue 100 of these miles, they’re eligible to 
earn cash back via PayPal. 

» But there’s a catch. To get the cash, users 
have to spend at least $30 with Transit 
Treasure’s partner vendors such as Best Buy 
and the Gap. So Chicago commuters can ride 
as much public transit as they want, but they 
won’t receive anything until they spend cash 
on retail. 

“[Public transportation] is kind of the hook 
that brings you into the program,” Miller said. 

The system launches Tuesday in more than 
30 cities, including Chicago, NewTbrk and 
London. In November, Miller began piloting 
the program in Minneapolis. About 13,000 
commuters have signed up so far. Miller said. 

The difference there is that Minneapolis’ 
transit system releases ridership data to Tran- 
sit Treasure so riders don’t have to log their 
own commuting. 

Miller said he approached the CTA with 
a similar idea but nothing developed. He 


hopes to have at least 100,000 Chicago 
commuters participating in the program by 
Memorial Day 

An everyday subway rider. Miller said he 
thought of this idea a few years ago when he 
noticed there was no “loyalty infrastructure” 
for commuters. 

Still, he admits there are roadblocks. 
Several loyalty programs, through banks and 
retailers, already exist. 

He said his program allows users to use their 
bank cards on his site so they can earn rewards 
through their bank and Transit Treasure. 

Also, he hasn’t done widespread adver- 
tising of the program, but he thinks the 
concept will lure users. 

“I think there are some unique aspects to 
this program that will make this popular,” 
Miller said.

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Scooter 

POWER 


$4 for a week of gas? That’s the welcome reality 
for Chicago motorists who prefer two wheels

Katrine Wallace loves her scooter. 

Oh wait, make that scooters. 

“I have five,” Wallace said of the collec- 
tion she has been accumulating since about 
2001. That’s when the 30-something first 
fell in love with a scooter from the Austin 
Powers era. 

Wallace, who lives in Albany Park, pur- 
chased a 1977 Lambretta (Italian-produced) 
scooter off the back of a truck at a motor- 
cycle auction. 

“I haven’t looked back since,” she said of 
the other four, all vintage Vespas. Wallace 
estimates she has spent about $15,000 pur- 
chasing and maintaining the vehicles. 

She also immerses herself in scooter cul- 
ture. She is president of the Mayday Scooter 
Club of Chicago, a group that prefers vin- 
tage vehicles produced in the ’60s and ’70s. 

But Wallace says the close-knit commu- 
nity is witnessing new interest in their two- 
wheeled mode of transit. Scooting is going 
from a hobby to an increasingly mainstream 
mode of travel. Call it the rise of the scooter 
commuter. 

Scooter sales nationally have zoomed up 
37 percent from the beginning of the year to 
May according to a study by the Motorcycle 


Industry Council that suggests that over- 
all motorcycle sales— which includes the 
scooter category— increased by 7 percent 
in the first quarter of the year. The increase 
is attributed, at least in part, to increases in 
gas prices, according to local and national 
industry insiders. 

“2008 was a banner year for scooter sales,” 
said Jim Kolbe, president of Chicago-based 
Scooterworks, a nationwide parts supplier 
for scooters. Scooterworks Chicago, a relat- 
ed business, sells scooters and motorcycles 
out of a showroom on 5410 N. Damen Ave. 
“Gas prices shot up dramatically and there 
was a large shift of scooters from just being 
recreational and fun to becoming an alter- 
native for transportation. It’s somewhat 
approaching {how} scooters are used in Eu- 
rope and Asia, where people treat them as, 
essentially their car.” 

A scooter— depending on the size of its 
engine and usage patterns— can operate on 
as little as one gallon of gas for up to two 
weeks, according to local scooter converts. 

“%u can’t beat the mileage,” Courtney 
Quaye, 34, said of the blue Yamaha he pur- 
chased in 2008 for $1,200. The West Loop 
resident says he mostly rides his scooter 
during spring and summer. 

“I fill up for about $4.63 and ride it for 


RULES OF THE ROAD: 

SCOOTER EDITION 

Think you’re ready for a scooter? You might want to hold your horses. There are licenses and 
regulations you should know to avoid injury or a citation. Here’s a scooter-focused rules of the 
road quiz, based on information from the Illinois Department of Motor Vehicles and the city 
of Chicago. You might want to make sure you pass with flying colors before you go scooter 
shopping. k.k. 


You need a special license 
to operate a motor-driven 
scooter. 

True. But the type of license depends on 
how big your scooter’s engine is. If your 
scooter’s engine is less than 150 cubic centi- 
meters, you must pass a written and driving 
exam to obtain an “L” license. To operate any 
motor-driven vehicle 150 cubic centimeters 
and above, Illinois requires a “Class M’’ desig- 
nation, the same class type as a motorcycle. 


Helmets on scooters are required. 

False. Illinois does not have a helmet law for scoot- 
ers or motorcycles, though industry experts ad- 
vise wearing them in both cases. 

Scooters can be driven in bike 
lanes. 

False. Since scooters travel between 40 mph and 
70 mph, they should not be operated in bike lanes.

a week and a half, and I ride it pretty often,” 
Quaye said. 

Don McCord also bought his scooter for 
fuel efficiency 

McCord, who also Lives in the West Loop, 
said the scooter gives him additional parking 
freedom (he can squeeze into a street spot in 
between cars) and he easily can transport his 
groceries. 

“You kind of learn how to store things on 
your scooter, plus hold things between your 
knees,” McCord, 41, said. 

There are drawbacks to the two-wheel 
craze, including the scooter’s reputation. 

Though Wallace says her vintage group co- 
hosts events with motorcycle riders, she said 
individuals in both those groups can be cool to 
the newest wave of scooters, sometimes deri- 
sively described as “twist and gos” because vin- 
tage scooters shift gears like motorcycles, while 
the newer wave of scooters are automatic. 

Both Quaye and McCord have sensed some 
snobbery they said. 

“I get criticized, especially from guys,” Mc- 
Cord said of a silver Cadenza he purchased 
from a dealer in Old Town. “They think you 
should be riding a motorcycle. Whatever.” 


But Wallace believes the new wave of scoot- 
er riders will find themselves increasingly ac- 
cepted, especially as they rise in numbers. She 
said she even goes out of her way to reach out 
and include them in scooter-related events. 

“I think they don’t even know much about 
these events because they primarily purchase 
the scooter for commuting and don’t re- 
ally become part of the scene,” Wallace said. 
“We’re really hoping to change that. Hey I say 
two wheels, no matter what kind, are better 
than four.” 

McCord too anticipates an even bigger 
spike in scooter riders. He said he is seeing 
more friends making the leap and the streets 
seem to be crawHng with two-wheelers. Mc- 
Cord says up to 15 scooters are parked within 
two blocks of his home on a daily basis. 

“I’m looking at seven or eight right now,” 
McCord said as he stood near his scooter. 
“And there are five in the next block.” 

He believes that if more people tried riding 
scooters, those numbers would multiply 

“You feel free,” he said. “Especially on a 
beautiful day when you’re going up and down 
Lake Shore Drive. It’s invigorating.”

Gas leak suspected 
in restaurant blast

A suspected gas leak sparked an explosion that 
ripped through an Italian eatery in West Bev- 
erly on the South Side, officials said Monday 
No injuries were reported in the blaze 
at Franconello Italian Restaurant, 10222 S. 
Western Ave. The blaze was called in about 
11:57 Sunday and was struck out by fire 
crews within 20 minutes, authorities said. 

The blaze caused heavy fire and structural 
damage to the building, leading to the collapse 
of a south wall on the structure’s second floor, 
according to the Chicago Fire Department. 

Fire officials said they suspected the blaze 
was caused by a gas explosion, but added that 
investigators hadn’t pinpointed the cause.

be reached for comment. 

The restaurant remained closed early Mon- 
day afternoon. Aside from some rubble and 
a puddle of water on the floor near the front 
door, the entrance did not appear damaged. 

Bricks, cinder blocks and other debris were 


piled onto a section of the parking lot on the 
south side of the brick building. Yellow police 
tape still blocked off the sidewalk and parts of 
the parking lot.

Getting sauced— wing style 


BUFFALO, N.Y. Fried food fanatics 
flocked over the weekend to the birth- 
place of the chicken wing, paying more than lip 
service to one of the nation’s favorite snacks at 
the loth annual National Buffalo Wing Festi- 
val. 

Donning foam rubber hats in the shape of 
drumsticks, thousands of attendees from all 
50 states and 32 countries flocked to the city’s 
minor league baseball stadium at Coca-Cola 
Field, where they feasted on some 50 tons of 
chicken— about 750,000 wings. 

“It’s definitely something that we’re proud

This is no time for Lance 
Briggs to pull a Gordon 
Gekko. 

Super Bowl champion 
Green Bay is only getting 
healthier, and the Bears 
cannot afford to start 0-3. 

That’s hardly a stretch with 
Atlanta, New Orleans and 
Green Bay looming. And 
here one of the Bears’ best 
players is trying to strong- 
arm them into a trade or 
better deal. 

Now, we’ve accepted for 
the most part that high-profile athletes and coaches 
don’t live in the real world in terms of contracts. 

They supposedly sign them in good faith only to 
demand they be shredded at the first hint of exceed- 
ing expectations. 

However, even in the context of pro football, 
where careers often are snuffed out with a single 
hit or misstep, the six-time Pro Bowler looks a bit 
selfish. 

Briggs is not even close to the end of his deal. He’s 
only halfway through a six-year, $36 million contract, 
and he’s already been paid more than half that 
($21.6 million). Rolling over now for anyone short of 
a once-in-a-generation quarterback is bad business, 
and I don’t blame the Bears for not budging. 

(Ahem. I also would point out that players know 
full well the reality of football contracts when they 
enter the profession and should plan accordingly Of 
course, that won’t stop some from whining about be- 
ing treated “unfairly” OK, I’m off my soap box.) 

The timing of Briggs’ shenanigans smacks of dirty 
pool; he knows the Bears can’t land a replacement 
of his caliber before the season starts.

And the feds, in the form of assistant district 
attorney Lincoln Potter (Ray McKinnon), are 
snooping around again. 

The first person we see Ties day is Jax Teller 
(Charlie Hunnam), awaiting his release and 
no doubt missing his “old lady” Tara (Maggie 
Siff), and his sons. It’s an appropriate opener, 
because when you strip away subplots about 
kidnapped babies and Irish connections 
(which, by the way, I didn’t think diminished 
Season 3), you’re left with the show’s underly- 
ing theme: family. 

And things aren’t looking good for Jax’s 
SAMCRO family. Founded by his now dead 
father, John Teller, and run by his stepdad. Clay 
Morrow (Ron Perlman), who is married to 
Jax’s mom. Gemma (Katey Sagal), the club is 
in turmoil. 


Clay, realizing his hold over the Sons can’t 
last forever, advocates a divisive, danger- 
ous mission and new alliance. Tara has been 
reading John Teller’s letters and thus digging 
up old, damning secrets. Jax has had a lot of 
time to think about the future with SAMCRO 
while in prison. 

“I think you were put into my Hfe to get me 
out,” he tells Tara. “The bond that holds the 
club together is not brotherhood; it’s just fear

To fiilly appreciate “SOA,” viewers have to 
buy into Sutter’s premise that murderers can 
be sympathetic and heroic, but that’s not hard 
to do with such intelligent writing and so many 
mesmerizing performances. (Special mention 
goes to the remarkable CalHe, whose every 
word as cancer-stricken Unser weeps sadness 
and regret.) 

As appalling as Jax’s murderous actions have 
been and no doubt will be, he’s fighting to give 
his family a better Hfe, and there is nothing 
criminal about that.

Fueling up 


When the sign went up earlier this summer 
for Ful (3310 N. Broadway: 773-525-0240), 
there was plenty of chatter not only about 
what it was, but also how to say it. Maybe it 
was pronounced “full”? It certainly couldn’t 
be “fool.” Turns out it’s “fuel,” as in fueling 
your bod with a speedy but healthy meal. It 
feels a little like a health club cafe, thanks to 
the logo T-shirts for sale and duffel-carrying 
diners from Lakeview Athletic Club down 
the street, but the staff is cheerful, the ingre- 
dients are fresh and the prices are right. 



Main attraction: Tasty flavor combinations. 
Spinach and arugula salads ($7.50- $8) tempt 
with toppings such as orange and fennel with 
citrus vinaigrette or avocado and red bell 
pepper with lime-cilantro dressing. Custom- 
blended smoothies ($4.50 -$5.50) will put you 
over the $20 mark, but allows you choose 
which wholesome fruit, juice, yogurt or milk 
blend you want. While white ciabatta bread 
and cheese on most sandwiches may not fly 
with health nuts (a whole-grain option would 
be nice), most sandwiches and salads clock in 
between 300 and 450 calories. Bonus points 
for takeout packaging that’s either recyclable 
or compostable. 


Best value: The cold sandwiches or hot 
pressed panini, both of which come with 
a small mixed green salad. The asparagus 
panini ($8) charmed with thin and tender 
spears, goat cheese crumbles, roasted red 
peppers and shreds of basil for a jolt of herby 
flavor. The eggplant sandwich ($8.50) delivers 
grilled discs of eggplant that don’t veer into 
soggy territory for one bite. There’s also a 
simple caprese sandwich ($7) and sauteed 
mushroom panini ($8).
